Dead Reburied in Plot 
A t National Cemetery

Identity of Men Who Fell During Battle Here 64 
Years Ago Ixist, But Remains Are Interred 
In Flag Draped Coffin By Battlefield 
Employes Without Ceremony; 
Believed Last On Field. 


BROTHER OF PILOT 
HERE WINS RACE 


Two unknown hut not unsung 


nor unhonored heroes of the bat­ 


tlefield of Gettysburg today went 


to their resting places in the* N a ­ 
tional cem etery after being bur­ 
ied in shallow graves on the bat­ 
tlefield since July, 1863. 
No one knows 
w hither 
they 
wore the Blue and fought under 
the Stars and Stripes or whether 
they w'ore the Gray and fought 
under the Stars and Bars because 
marks of identification have long 
since been erased by 
tho 
e le ­ 
ments o f six ty -four winters and 
sixty-four summers. 
W hether they fought with tin* 
North or with th» 
South makes 
no difference now that the nation 
is united, that sectionalism is be­ 
ing rapidly relegated to oblivion 
and that strife has given way to 
peace. 
From the two graves, one on 
Buford avenue, near the entrance 
to the Gettysburg 
airport, 
and 
the other on 
Reynolds 
avenue, 
•near Reynolds’ grove, the remains 
o f the tw'o soldiers w'ero taken 


with reverent care, placed in suit­ 


able1 caskets anti 
re-interred 
in 


the 
‘‘unknown 
section” 
of 
the 
National cemetery. 
The graves of the two soldier 
heroes, who apparently fell mor­ 
tally wounded in the first day’s 
fighting and were buried where 
they fell, had been 
marked 
by 
the 
battlefield 
authorities 
and 
frequently Imre wreaths of flow­ 
ers. 
So far as battlefield authori­ 
ties have b*<en able to learn, these 
were the only bodies interred out­ 
side the National cem etery on the 
Ic cal battlefield.
